R u st on W h eat an d th e N o rth W ind. 
During the long-continued north wind of 
last spring it was generally feared that the 
wheat crop would be ruined, but it is now 
conceded that had not the north wind come 
just as it did, and continued as long as it did, 
the wheat would have been greatly injured by 
rust. 
There certainly was never a time when 
the growing wheat all over the State was in a 
more favorable condición to be attacked by 
rust than at the beginning cf the three 
weeks’ blow from the north we had in April 
and May last. 
And rust wa3 at that time 
actually making its appearance in many 
wheat fields. 
But the north wind came and 
continued without cessation for twenty-one 
days, and when it filially ceased the general 
feeling was that we would not harvest more 
than half a crop of wheat. 
It has turned 
out, however, that we have harvested the 
largest crop ever before harvested in the 
State. 
It will be remembered that immedi­ 
ately upon the cessation of the norther the 
weather became cool and the south wind 
brought moisture with it, and under its in­ 
fluence the grain began to recuperate. 
But 
the rust had been so completely checked that 
all danger from that cause was past. 
The 
favorable weather after the norther was but 
a continuance of that that had preceded it, 
and but for the change our crops would have 
gone to the rust worse than they did the year 
before. 
The value of our northers was never 
before so thoroughly tested. 
We have been 
looking 
for 
years 
for an 
antidote to 
rust on wheat, and now nature has stepped in 
and shown us that autidote. 
Nature has at 
I .»st in one case shown us also just how much 
of ;! is antidote is necessary to produce a 
cure. 
But have we learned anything in the 
premises that we cau turn to advantage in 
the future ? Can we bring on a north wind 
in any future season when our wheat is 
threatened with rust, and car: we cause it to 
cease just before it has gone so far as to blast 
our wheat crops ? Future scientific research 
may possibly answer these questions in the 
affirmative, but at the present time we ouly 
know that the nort h wind is a remedy, and, 
to a certain extent, a cure for rust, and the 
only one we do know of as certainly effective. 


• 
G rape V ines D ying. 
We are in formed that in a southeast direc­ 
tion from the city, and on the thin lands be­ 
tween the city and Florin, quite a larga num­ 
ber of grape vines are dying. 
Vines full of 
foliage and fruit, and in apparent health and 
vigor, suddenly begin to droop, their leaves 
wilt and burn in the tun. the fruit shrivels, 
and in a few days the entire vine is dead. 
What the cause of this strange phenomenon 
may be is yet a mystery to the farmers, and 
so far as we have learned but little effort has 
been made to invest’gate the subject. 
Upon 
inquiry, however, we learn that irrigation 
has been practiced as freely this spring, in 
this vicinity, as in previous seasons, and this 
fact has suggested to our mind the question 
whether irrigation ha3 not been overdone, 
and the roots of the vines caused to decay 
from too much water. 
A water-tight hard- 
pan or subsoil, varying in depth from two to 
eight feet deep, is one of the peculiarities of 
this section. 
The rains of the spring were 
unusually late, cold and heavy, filling the 
entire surface soil with water. 
The weather 
during the whole season has been cold and 
comparatively damp, so that evaporation has 
been slow. 
The water for irrigation has been 
pumped up from wells, and has been cold, 
and being poured into the soil above the hard- 
pan, has kept it cold and wet and clammy, 
just as cold well-water will keep the soil in a 
flower-pct that has no hole in the bottom 
through which it can escape. 
Every house­ 
keeper who has hud any experience in culti­ 
vating ornamental pot-plants has learned 
that plants so treated cannot do well, and 
that if such treatment be continued too long 
they are sure to die. 
Now, as we are in­ 
formed, the vineyards in the section referred 
to have been brought this year into a condi­ 
tion of over-watered pot-plants in bottom- 
ticht pots, and ue should not be surprised if 
it should be found that this is the causa of 
the vines dying so unceremoniously. 
Grape­ 
vines cannot live on water alone, any more 
than man can live on air—much more than 


forty days, at l e a s t ._

Agricultural Intelligence. 
. 
E xhaustion 
o f 
S o il.—The 
following, 
from the ;ien of Dr. .T. It. Lawes, to the 
L .ndon Agricultural Gore tie, is worth the 
attention of all farmers : " It is now exactly 
forty years since we began to exhaust a por­ 
tion of one of toy field* by continuous un­ 
manured wheat crops. 
It may therefore be 
interesting to show the evidence we aie in 
a position to bring forward upon the sub­ 
ject of exhaustion as regards the soil at 
liothamstead. 
It would appear probable 
that the annual decline due to exhaustion 
may amount from pne-quarter to one-third 
of a bushel of wheat per acre per annum. If 
we take the smaller quantity and add to i- 
tbe ordinary 
proportion 
of straw, 
th° 
result 
would 
be 
equivalent 
to 
about 
forty pounds of produce, and as there 
is but l-.ttle doubt that the‘bulk of the organic 
matter of the crop is obtained from the 
atmosphere, the amount of matter annually 
taken iromi.be soil by these forty pounds of 
or- duce (including the nitrogen it contained} 
would be between two pounds and three 
pounds. 
The evidence derived from other 
experiment: in the same ticrd proves that the 
decline in produce is due to an absence of 
nitrogen, as also 
that 
minerals are ir. 
excess, but the actual amount of nitrogen 
that 
these 
forty 
pounds 
of 
produce 
would 
have 
contained 
would 
be 
less 
than one-ba'if pound in weight. 
It will, 
I am afraid, appear to your agricultural read- 
erssomething like an absurdity to suppose that 
one-half pound, more nr les3, or any substance 
upon an acre of ground could have an appreci- 
aole influence up.>n a crop. 
I may observe, 
however, that this annual decline of forty 
pounds of produce, small as it appears to be, 
amounts in forty years to ten bushels per 
a ire. 
Analyses of the soil made at different 
times show that the nitrogen is declining, and 
as the fr e use of minerals in an adjoining 
experiment does not prevent the decline of 
the crop, we can come to no other conclusion 
than that the gradual decline in the produee 
is due to tlie diminishing amount of nitrogen 
in the soil. 
As far as the wheat crop is con­ 
cerned it would appear that the total amount 
of produce to be obtained from any soil 
must 
depend 
very 
much, 
upon 
the 
stores of nitrogen 
already in the land. 
It is true that the soil obtains^ a certain 
amount of ammonia from the rainfall, and it 
probably condenses more or less from the 
atmosphere ; but, on the other hand, drain­ 
age carries away every year more or less 
nitrogen in the form of nitric acid ; and it is 
evident the atmospheric, supply whatever it 
siav amount to, does not suffice to prevent 
a decline of the crop; and it is tberefore also 
evident that the sources from which forty 
cop s obtained their supply must have been 
the stores of nitrogen already existing in the 
soil when the experiment commenced; fur­ 
ther, it seems m* st probable that the yield 
of future crops will ueper.d upon the amount 
of nitrogen liberated e.ich^ear from the soil.' 
W ool P rospects and P mce?.—The prin- 
Í 
ipal markets on our Atlantic coast are quiet 
or obvious reasons. 
Dealers, in tie ir mad 
efforts to depress values, have been endeavor­ 
ing to frighten our farmers into the belief 
that, the market was over-tucked with wool, 
and that there was no demand for wcolens 
worthy of consideration. 
B at nowhere has 
the farmer listened to this pleading outride of 
Michigan, end as a consequence they hold 
the bulk of tlie clip, confident that, they will 
yet obtain higher prices. 
The farmers of 
this country are men of intelligence and 
sound judgment. They do not dig and plow 
and mow and worry themselves to death 
with the cares of the world. 
They buy and 
employ machinery to do all the labor of their 
own 
hands, and they read the agricult­ 
ural country 
and 
national 
papers so 
that they keep “ posted,” and know what is 
going on as well as the merchant and manu­ 
facturer. 
There has not been a place of note 
in the entire wool regions where the intelli­ 
gence contained in these journals has not 
been read with avidi.y every' week, because 
they have confidence 
that 
what 
is as­ 
serted 
is jiositive truth. 
Farmers cannot 
see any sound reason why prices cf wool 
should fluctuate 15 to 20 cents a pound in a 
couple of mouths, at a moment when the 
whole c untry is in a flourishing and prosper­ 
ous condition. 
Nor can we. 
The country is 
more prosperous to-day than ever before, and 
money is cheap and abundant. 
It will not 
do to assert that this is a bad sign of the 
times, to have money cheap, because we have 
ouly to look across the sea to find it still 
cheaper, and yet, with all their standing 
armi. -, they do not regard it as a bad omen.

The colony of \ ictoria has been terror­ 
ized by a band of outlaws and assassins 
known as K elly’s gang.

says the Melbourne Age, they ambushed 
and killed several mounted constables, who 
were on their trail, and they have since 
then committed many' depredations and 
outrages. 
They appear to have been per­ 
fectly safe in the confidence of the country 
people, among whom they moved freely, 
and by waotn they were sheltered.

the 29th of last J une news came to the po­ 
lice at Benalla that the K elly gang had 
captured the village of 
Gienrowau and 
were in the hotel at that place, where they 
had about forty people, young and old, 
prisoners. 
A special train, with a party of 
newspaper men, police, and blaektrackers, 
started from Benalla to the scene of the 
outrage, but stopped short of the tow n­ 
ship, as the gang had torn up the track at 
a curve on the road, one side of which was 
a deep ravine. 
The intention was to ditch 
the train, and 
VSSACF.E TH E SURVIVORS. 
This design miscarried, 
Oa the arrival of 
the train at the depot a shot was fired, and 
the police and blaektrackers were soon en­ 
gaged with the gang. Superintendent Hare 
was wounded at the first shot. About sixty 
shots were fired through the weather-boards 
of tlie hotel, when the screams of women 
and children induced the officers to discon­ 
tinue.

p .u a re d w ith s a v a g e rF.R orrrv, 
Cursing the police. 
Ultim ately, he was I 
stripped of his armor, and then became 
quiet and submissive, after which he was 
carried, bound, to the railway -station by 
Sergeant Steele. 
This desperado is in jail. 
The prisoners, meanwhile, escaped from tho 
hotel, and the fight was renewed. 
Cannon 
was telegraphed for. 
The Lev, Father 
Tierney asked K elly’s sister to go to the 
house and tell her brother to surrender. 
This youDg woman, well mounted and be­ 
comingly dressed, said she would rather 
see him burned in the house than ask him 
to surrender. 
The tiring was renewed, 
aud at length, in the presence of two hun­ 
dred spectators, the house was set on fire. 
Father Tierney went in amidst the flames 
and rescued an old man named Sherry', one 
of the prisoners, who had been badly 
wounded, also the body of Byrne. 
Two 
other outlaws perished in the flames. 
The 
country people retained the bodies and 
threatened vengeance on the police. How­ 
ever, the K elly gang is blotted out.

In the meantime,

by-and-by I’ll come in aud lock up the safe 
with ye.” 
The teller went from tlie banker’s room 
to the outer office w ith a very grave face. 
Mr. Duff, who lived w ith his family, as is 
customary in Scotland, in the very com­ 
modious house attached to tlie bank, sent 
his letters to be copied by the junior 
clerk, and then w ent leisurely up stairs 
to dinner. 
. 
Mr. Duff’s was, for a man who does not 
object to permanent residence in a provin­ 
cial town, a very easy' and pleasant nidrio 
of life. 
H is work was not hard, nor were 
his responsibilities very heavy. 
H e had a 
pretty and comfortable home in an old-

H .milton had toiled through every entry 
over and over again, had counted and re­ 
counted his bundles of notes, and now had 
a very sharply defined fear in his heart, 
and a vision in the background of his imag­ 
ination of a dearly loved old mother wait­ 
ing for him at home, and who was ill able 
to bear tlie responsibility of such a loss—if 
loss it should prove to lie. 
“ A mare’s neBt, 1 11 he bound,” Mr. Duff 
said, taking H am ilton’s place before the 
cash-book. 
Very carefully and with a keen 
eye he went over each entry ; very care­ 
fully he counted the cash, and recounted i t ; 
but only to find that Hamilton’s words were 
too true.

_

You

I 
have to go out to a meeting to-nigbt.' 
Toe 
banker spoke sternly. 
Hamilton once more, under ,\ir. Duffs 
eye, nervously went over his figures and 
counted his cash. 
The deficiency coulu in 
no way be accounted for. 
“ This is terrible awkward, Jam es.” 
There were tears in the jou th ’a eyes 
as he uttered. 
“ \ es, sir; and it will 
drive me mad.” 
W hen Mr. Duff returned from his m eet­ 
ing at 11 o'clock Hamilton was as far from 
peace as ev_r. 
The younger clerks had 
gone away. 
Again the banker and. Hamil­ 
ton wont over each item together—in vain; 
“ W e can’t report this to the head office, 
whatever happens,” quoth Mr. Duff grimly. 
“ W hat is to be done, sir?” 
“ Find if ! ” 
They looked blankly in each other’x faces. 
Both men went to bed with heavy hearts ; 
nor did the search next day throw any 
light on the mysterious transaction. 
Mr. 
Duff could not bring himself to.report this 
second deficiency to his head office ; aud 
the only alternative left was to refund the 
amount from his own private means. 
This, 
as may be imagined, he did very reluc­ 
tantly ; and fur the first time in ins expe­ 
rience he watched the younger men, aud 
perhaps his trusted teller, too, with just a 
faiut and irrepressible glimmering of suspi­ 
cion. 
A mistake of this sort might happen 
once ; but to happen a second time at so 
short an interval, made him uneasy on 
other matters than mere loss of money.

1 can’t stand this. 
I must 
leave the place.” 
Mr. Duff was looking at him with very 
keen eyes as this was sobbed out. 
“ Leave 
Tollkirk? Understand, Mr. Hamilton, that 
you dare not leave Toilkirk before this 
matter is cleared up.” 
For the greater part of the night the 
men sat up searching ; but when the morn­ 
ing came they were as far from the mark 
as ever.

A WEBFOOT WAYFARER’S TRIP TO 
WALLA WALLA 


A. Terrestrial Inferno—The John Day and 
Umatilla Rapids—The Town of Ains­ 
worth—Railroad Progress. 


W a lla W a lla (W. T.), Augost 15th. 
My last letter undertook, in a faint way, 
to describe the mountain wonders found in 
traversing the magnificent gorge through 
which the Columbia river pierces the Si­ 
erras to reach the sea, and leaving the 
foam crests and whirip. >!s of the Dalles 
behind we were benighted at the wonder- 
stricken desolations 1 • Ce’i'.o. T lr steamer 
Harvest Queen was a very pleasant refuge 
from the howling winosanu hil ling sands 
and a delightful txciitingc for tue bieak 
and barbarously romantic shores, and there 
we slept unbroken until sometime before 
day, when the sound of trundling trucks 
was exchanged for the clang of the engine 
bell and rapid stroke of the stern wheel. 
Looking out, it seemed as if the steamer 
was afloat among the shadows. The river 
was as black as ink, and the gray hills and 
sunburned basaltic cliffs on either side 
were like irregular v.iGls that hemmed us 
in with threatening and indistinguishable 
blackness. But I have been through that 
portion of the river iu the light of day and 
know that it is well worth seeing and se­ 
cures admiration. There ia not a thing of 
beauty, viewed from any print of effemi­ 
nate sentimentality, but it is 
GRANDLY BEAUTIFUL 
From the robust standpoint from which 
man compels and conquers nature. The 
shores are varied at (Vlilo by the junction 
of the Deschutes, which is wailed in by 
its separate canyon, and up aways is the 
railroad bridge that spans the torrent. 
Moon wo come to Hell (fate, a veritable 
terrestrial inferno where the waters divide, 
and the river seems to be lost as it whirls 
among rocks that bar the way, and past 
islands that are more inhospitable than the 
crags whose strata» of changing basalt 
form the shores, it is a pretty place, 
speaking from an esthetic standpoint, and 
one feels decidedly better, and with a 
memory worth preserving as ‘a joy for­ 
ever,” when the passage of Hell Gate is 
safely made, even though Elysium is not 
yet within view. 
There are spots all 
along here as well worth picturing and 
painting as the diabolic wonders that pos­ 
sess the overland road at Weber and Echo 
canyons. I have : irgutten, what is worth 
notice, but not oa h observed 0:1 the up­ 
river trip as a grand feature of the view 
from The Dalles, that standing at the head 
and looking westward, Dalles city was 
plainly visible, though shadowed by the 
upheavals that rise beyond, above which 
rises the stately crest or Mount Hood, 
SPANKIN'' THE WESTERN SKY, 
Where yesterday it looked at us from the 
East, and dazzling the fleecy summer 
clouds with its whiteness. Thi3 really af­ 
fords one of the finest views of the great 
mountain, but I am told that Bradford, the 
artist, has lately climbed to a spot styled 
The Meadows, from whence Dalles City 
gets its water supply, a mountain bench 
only seven miles distant from its base, and 
has secured the fit i sketch ever made of 
it. John Day rapids are a point of inter­ 
est, and before reaching these we pass a 
bright-looking village, called Coiumbus, on 
the Washington shore, the entrepot for 
the Klickitat valley that lies over the hills 
to the north. There is a narrow strip of 
saud and soil under the bluff that is made 
the most of, and tire o'dest inhabitant must 
have planted au orchard, for his home was 
hidden by trees, aud they appeared .loaded 
with fruit, au oasis in the desert. In the 
hundred and ten milc-s irom Celilo to Wal- 
lula wc may have noticed a dozen ranches 
along the river, and the boat frequently 
whistled at uninhabited places ami put off 
goods on sandy shores, whose desolation 
was [[unbroken even by the presence of 
grazing herds. At one place hundreds of 
hags of wool wer e waiting shipment with­ 
out a habitable sign within view. On the 
Oregon side, nearly a hundred miles up, 
was the 
TOWN OS’ UMATILLA, 
Staring at vacancy with its handful of 
loncsome-lookiug houses. For over a hun­ 
dred miles this was all the evidence of 
civilization, except that 011 the Oregon side 
there were parties of railroad men, with 
many camps and working squads in active 
operation ; otherwise than this there was 
one unbroken scene of desolation. 
Above John Day’s river the shores of 
the Columbia gradually lose interest, for 
the dreariness becomes monotonous, and 
the shores lose the abruptness that made 
their desolation attractive. At last the 
hills, that are at tin.es close by and very 
much seamed and furrowed in their brown 
bare steepness, recede from the ehore, are 
replaced by lesser ones, and they at last 
disappear and the sandy’ shore is low and 
uninviting, only now and then graced by 
ungraceful willows, and the prospect is 
one hare barren reach in all directions. 
The railroad workers consisted of 1,000 
white men and 1.500 Chinese, and their 
line of work was close to the river’s edge. 
The oft-recurring camps, the lazy squads 
with shovels raising a cloud of dust, the 
carts aud scrapers busily engaged, were 
the constantly recurring 
FEATURE OF INTEREST, 
Intensifies! by the frequent sound—at 
times near and then iar off —as the dis­ 
charges of giant powder were heard, like 
the echoes of a cannonade, making a road­ 
way through the rocky points. We see a 
few horses and cattle, hut scarce any 
sheep. The hills in sight are many of 
them pastured we know, and we also know 
that back from the river are stock ranches 
and farming districts, and that near the 
distant mountains the once wilderness is 
thickly peopled, rich with harvests, and 
has blossomed like the rose. But along 
the great river the scene is dreary and mo­ 
notonous. Occasionally we find Chinese 
camps, known by their matting wails, and 
we 
them navigating the river in an un­ 
couth way in uncouth boats that they use 
to move camp or to go from camp to camp 
in, for along the sandy Bhores there are 
said to be about forty squads of Chinese 
engaged in washing the river sands for 
gold, and making wages at least, or they 
would not work. Since my passage the 
graders have been replaced by the track­ 
layers, working from each end, and soon 
they will be done, and the scene will re­ 
vert to desolation, except when some pass­ 
ing steamboat or clamorous train sweeps 
by to give it 
A MOMENTARY AWAKENING. 
At low water the Umatilla rapids are 
the limit of successful navigation, for it 
seems as if Dame Nature had emptied her 
lap-full of huge rocks upon the river, and 
scarce left the navigator a chance to squeeze 
through. We passed at high water where 
the rocks were so far below the surface that 
the pilot treated them with contempt. 
Above Umatilla the hills assert themselves 
again, and grow upon the landscape until 
we meet towering bluffs on either side, 
whoso sides are layered with different strata 
of basalt, varyiBg iu color, or shade rather, 
and some of perfect columnar formation, 
and others not. Their heads, with their 
rough, barren, volcanic beauty, have been 
made available years ago for a view in 
water-colors by’ a good artist. On the north 
side the cleft mountain wears a shape as if 
Nature’s hand had carved thereon features 
borrowed from the Egy’ptian Sphinx. The 
view is still finer looking back from beyond 
Wallnla, because it includes on the south 
a minor headland that stands np like a re­ 
doubt, on top of which rise twin pillars 


called the Sisters, while the ridge they 
represent has a rocky, ragged crest, that is 
outlined against 
THE DUSKY BACKGROUND 
Of the higher range beyond. Only twelve 
miles above Wallula is the junction of 
Snake river and the Columbia, the one 
sweeping up from the south and the other 
from ths north, and at the low shore of 
the peninsula is the present terminus of 
the North Pacific Railroad aud the town of 
Ainsworth. The town is nothing to speak 
of, neither is Wallula, twelve miles be­ 
low. All these river towns are make­ 
shifts—mere places to land and get away 
from as soon as wind and tide or steam 
will permit. They have a man-defying 
and Gcd-forsskep look, and architecture 
hr.s not reaci.ed them. Arboriculture is 
untbonght of, the graces cannot live 
there, and the only thing of harmony 
that could exist would be an Eolian 
harp that should shriek to the meas­ 
ure ot the winds, for the winds 
rave about th se liver towns, and I catch 
my thought from the thrilling sounds that 
come from the telegraph wires. I saw 
Ainsworth in the night, and prospected 
the baud dunes where its few houses and 
several railroad tracks are situated. .It is 
a busy place, and so civilized that 110 
liquor is sold there, thanks to the prudence 
or the railroad company. Its present is 
limited to the exigencies of the hour, and 
when 
SNAKE RIVER 
Is bridged, also the Columbia, and the 
roads deflect down the Columbia or toward 
the Sound, it may possess some local im­ 
portance as a railroad junction and a 
steamboat landing, but no future with 
hloom and fruitage can ever make 
that sand-reach habitable, for there 
is 
not 
au 
acre 
of 
fertile 
soil 
within many miles thereof. The sound 
or whirring saws can he heard cutting up 
by steam power logs of fir that have 
b en driven down the Yakima river for 
many a mile and with infinite skill, for 
which pur¡iose men bred to the trade have 
been imported, aud only for this beiDg suc­ 
cessfully accomplished, the company’ would 
have an uneasy time of it getting timber for 
ties, bridges, lumber and all other uses, 
for there is no forest within its reach until 
the road shall climb out of the desert and 
reach the wooded slopes toward the Coeur 
d’Alene mountains. Such is Ainsworth, 
and such the shores of the upper rivers, for 
when we pass the basaltic heads that con­ 
front us below Wallula we open upon a 
long reach of low lying shores. At Ains­ 
worth the steamer passed to the right and 
turns up Snake river, for, 
OWING TO RAPIDS, 
There is not navigation for any great dis­ 
tance up the Columbia, and if there were 
there is little in that direction to freight 
down again to meet the world’s necessity, 
while for a hundred miles up Snake river 
there are landings where thousands of tons 
of wheat will soon wait transportation to the 
sea. Wallula is a great shipping point, hut 
above, at Snake river, are warehouses and 
landings where thousands of farmers haul 
down their products, generally wheat 
grown along the Blue mountains to the 
south, where the fertile belt reaches along 
for one hundred miles through Columbia 
county alone, while to the north are the 
rich fields and increasing products of the 
wide and wonderful Palousc reeion. 
Wallula has been important as the ter­ 
minus of the Walla Walla railroad. Walla 
Walla is 32 miles east of it and the rail­ 
road taps a rich wheat-growing belt, hut 
this belt reaches to Snake river and finds 
other landings for its trade in supplies as 
well as exports, b it tne towns as well as 
the country are up a distance from the 
river in each direction and any 
DESCRIPTION OF THE RIVER 
Must be as to its scenery, for now here in 
ail its courses, from its fountains to the 
sea, does the Columbia or its tributaries 
reveal the resources or the qualities of the 
regions whose commerce it bears. Up 
Snake river the scenic effects are not so 
striking ; 
the 
picturesque 
abounds 
but tire startling features that vary 
the 
different 
reaches 
and 
display 
their several characteristics are not so pro­ 
nounced. We have seen enough of brown 
shores, of crested hills, of grassy pastures, 
of stratified bluffs, and after having 
scanned the scenes I have here described 
there is nothing to enrapture the senses as 
we pass for 140 miles from Ainsworth to 
Lewiston, though there are many points 
well worth seeing if not at present worth 
mention. All this region ia in progress of 
development, and its resources are not well 
understood. The skirts of the Coeur d’Alene 
Mountains, and all the region known 
as the l’alouse and .Spokane countries, con­ 
taining millions of acres, are rapidly being 
settled. Lewiston is 011 the Clearwater, 
the farthest point, an old town that has log 
houses in its business street, and that occu­ 
pies an important position as the depot of 
supply for the wide region still beyond.C.

ARROMMCHES. 


A FRENCH BATHING PLACE—PCSTCFFICE3

Rural Life In France — French Towns— 
The Priesthood— An Old, 
Old Country. 


A rrom an ches, August 4, 1S80. 
Arromanches is a little sea-bathing town 
nestled down on the beach between rt lling 
falaiseg on each side, and is largtr and more 
important than Asnelles, inasmuch as it 
has an existence of its own independent of 
its summer visitors who come to frolic in 
the surf. The principal hotels only close 
during the winter, and the little shops and 
industries, although less prosperous during 
that season, continue tneir way uninter­ 
rupted. 
Handsome residences line the 
beach along the dike, but they do not pre­ 
sent the same air of richness and elegance 
as those of Asnelles. The beach is formed 
in part of stones aud refuse green matter 
deposited by the waves, and possesses in 
that a disadvantage compared to the clean 
hands of sand belonging to the little neigh­ 
boring town. Yet it can boast of a better 
and more ABUNDANT MARKET, 
As well as strolling concerts and circuses 
during the season, so much appreciated by 
all provincials. Then there is a real post- 
ofiice at Arromanches, which add3 consid­ 
erable to its importance, for it is almost 
impossible for Americans to realize the little 
progress the posts and the telegraph have 
made in France. In all towns which arc 
not the chef-lieu of the commune 110 post­ 
offices are to bo found, and all letters are 
called for and distributed by a man or 
woman, called factrur and /adrice, who, 
in all weathers are obliged to make their 
round on foot. At Gres, from which I 
wrote my last letters, all communication 
with the rest of the world was through 
Nemours, an old city situated several nulos 
from there Thefacleur came every morn­ 
ing at 10 o’clock to deliver letters and take 
away those ready for the mail, thus it was 
impossible to receive a letter and answer it 
the same day. He, like the rest of the 
/adeure, was not permitted to stop on the 
way or accept the hospitality of some kind 
teamster. This life is very wearing and 
the profits are very light: although young 
in years, the poor man was already deep- 
marked by the elements, and iu three 
years time his gray hairs and wrinkles had 
increased in a fearful proportion. In spite 
of the 
HARD LABOR 
The position is much sought for, for they 
ail have what is called a retraile—a pen- 
sion'which is due them after a certain num­ 
ber of years’ service, an advantage highly 
appreciated by the French, whose anxiety 
for the welfare of their old age is mani­ 
fested at au early day. All letters reached 
Ascelles through a /adrice—a peat.ant 
woman whose face was already lightened 
by her gray hairs ; she seemed a sort of 
phantom, as she seldom spoke, and was 
never seen to smile, neither did she bow 
and acknowledge the presence of travelers 
she met 011 the road, but trudged aloiijj 
with a measured tread as though she were 
a machine. I thundered as I imagined the 
poor creature struggling through raiu and 
snow nearly the whole day long to earn 
twenty sous, for she is paid but six centimes 
a kilometer, and it requires five ceutimes 
to make a sou. Telegraph offices are even 
iar more scattered, and 1 was much sur­ 
prised to learn that a telegraph sent to 
(Ires from l’aris would reach Fontainebleau 
o n ly -and that for twenty sous; and that 
from there to Gres a man would have to he 
paid live francs—five times as much to 
curry it the rest of the way on foot. 
The 
same, should a d'spatcb he sent from Baris 
to Asitelles, which could travel no further 
than Bayeux, hut would he sent the rekt of 
the way by a messenger, that in reality it 
is almost a3 cheap to have some person to 
carry it all the way, and it wonld besides 
arrive about the same tirne. 
The French 
Government realize the existing deficiency 
in their posts and telegraphs, and are now 
beginning to devote their attention to the 
means of increasing them. 
THE LITTLE TOWNS 
Around, like those of Switzerland, almost 
join each other, that one cannot take a 
long promenade without stumbling upon 
several. They all have their one church 
aud their two essential priests, that the 
latter seem almost as numerous as the rest 
of the inhabitants. Besides these cures, 
in each of the rich families is to be found 
an alibe a young priest who has not taken 
all the orders, and who conducts the edu­ 
cation of the younger male members of the 
family. The present social position of 
these abbes is very curious ; in former 
times an abbe was the third son of a noble 
family, for as in England all the estates 
went to the oldest son, the second son en­ 
tered the army, and its third took religious 
orders; but the Revolution having de­ 
stroyed the old law and equally divided 
the property between the children, those 
who afterwards became priests were those 
having a vocation. There was then enter­ 
tained for sacerdotal robes a great esteem 
and veneratioD, besides the nobles hail 
given to them a wordly importance which 
had not yet vanished. The condition of 
THE PRIESTHOOD 
Of France is entirely different to-day, for 
the priests are composed for the most part 
of the payeans, whose little learning at the 
village echool has inspired them with am­ 
bition, and whose voluptuous instincts 
have caused them to wish for a seat at the 
family table of a noble, and desire to con­ 
fess bis wife and daughters. It is true, 
there are intelligent men, who direct and 
govern, but the vast majority, owing to 
their ignorance and licentiousness, have 
succeeded in weaning intelligent persons 
from the church and of exciting the hatted 
and animosity of the common people. The 
French priest, owing to his ultramontane 
doctrines and his opposition to all progress, 
finds sympathy and refuge only with 
the nobility of France, whose power and 
influence He in their tenacity to the ancicn 
reyime,. He is no longer the counselor and 
comforter of the poor and oppressed, but a 
sort of half servant and confidant in the 
homes of the rich, where he performs mass 
in the family chapel, says grace at the 
table, reads to the mistress of the house, 
surveys the children and undertakes all 
confidential and private missions. In no 
place throughout France are there as many 
noble families who sling to the ideas and 
customs of their forefathers as in Nor­ 
mandy, and nowhere are there as many 
seminaries and priests to be found as in 
this same 
country. 'they are always 
to 
be 
seen 
at the 
sea 
shore 
with the families in which they serve, 
and so cover the beach that their black sil­ 
houettes against the pale sky give them the 
appearance of so many crows ; they walk 
with the children, or seated on the sand read 
to them from a book, the words of which, as 
they reach the ear of the passer-by, are 
almost invariably “ hell and damnation,” 
but whose fierce moral makes little impres­ 
sion on the young listeners, for their 
thoughts seem far away, and they, the 
next moment, think nothing of playing a 
trick on Monritur I'Abbe, or of throwing 
stones at him. 
The little town of Fresnaye is situated 
half way between Asnelles and Arro­ 
manches, in an almost perpendicular line— 
at least its church, which stands high up 
against the falaixe. In front of the door is 
a high mound, from which issue amidst the 
earth myriads of human bones, as though 
struggling to the light. Many, many years 
before, that had been a burial ground, and 
one part of the bank having crumbled 
away, some distance beneath the new 
gathered earth appeared the skeletons. 


On looking at such things one realizes that 
he is in 
AN OLD, OLD COUNTRY 
Where have passed many generations be­ 
fore him. 
There are three roads by which Ano- 
manches i» manned from Asnelles ; there 
is the wagon road, which is long and con . 
paratively uninteresting ; then t..ere is the 
path leading over the falaiaer which is de­ 
lightful, tur une waits amidst tail grass 
and beautiful flowers, and when on tiie 
summit has a maguificent and extensive 
view of the sea and the country around. 
There is quite a slope from Asnelles to the 
summit, but on the other side one comes 
tumbling down on to Arromanches a 
plane too much inclined for the comfort of 
one’s heels. At low tide there is a pleas­ 
ant road along the beach with the excep­ 
tion of a few yards, where one must jump 
along the stones, just at the entrance oi 
Arromanches. Those who do not care to 
enjoy the attractions of the little town are 
satisfied to don their '-npudrilles without 
stockingsand walkingfarout to the water’s 
edge pass the turn and reach some curious 
oltt rocks further beyond,where are always 
seen a number of crab-hunters aud promis­ 
cuous visitors in search of curiosities. 
Arromanches lately had its fete, when 
there was a grand and exciting time 
throughout the little town. The country 
people for milc-s around came to take 
part in it, and the affair was impor­ 
tant, for the Prefet at Caen arrived to 
superintend the ceremony. There was a 
regatta, in which the sailors and fishermen 
took part. Tents were ranged along the 
dike, and that which contained the Prefet 
and his invited guests was handsomely 
decorated with flags, nets and emblems of 
the fisherman. The scene was very pretty 
and the race exciting, but considerable 
confusion eusued, created by the ambitions 
sailors who warmly disputed the prizes. 
The Mayor, who is a candidate for a 
political position, endeavored to satisfy 
them all by gliding a piece of money into 
the band of each, and confidentially a=sut- 
ing him it was lie who proved himself the 
hero of the «lay. While the visitors and 
dignitar es of Arromanches occupied the 
teuts, the people aud the peasants stationed 
themselves over the entire surface of the 
steep hill leading to the beach,from whence 
they had 
A FINE VIEW 
Of the entire ceremony. 
The country 
people had brought in their wagons their 
provisions for the entire day ; they also 
brought with them small stoves, which 
they placed on the hill. The chief cere­ 
mony of the fete to them was the roasting 
of ducks, which was performed by digging 
holes in the ground, building a fire within, 
and extending the duck above to brown in 
the open air. They had all brought their 
cider in large stone jars, and as they sat 
eating and drinking in jolly good humor of 
groups of ten and to the number of three 
or four hundred, they presented a most pic­ 
turesque sight. 
Aside frum the little 
booths and amusements common to all 
fetes, there were diversions such as take 
place in most all {owns situated on the 
coast. The principal one was the mat d, 
cocacpie—a tall mast planted in the ground, 
thickly covered with yellow soap, which 
had been rubbed on for the occasion, and 
at the top of which floated a flag; near 
the top was attached a hoop on which 
hung at regular distances several prizes, 
composed ot a silver watch as the most 
important, a silver cup, a silver knife and 
fork, a leg of mutton aud silver dollars at­ 
tached by colored ribbons ; sometimes 
pantaloons and other equally substantial 
prizes are hung in the same manner. Ail 
persons present are at liberty to strive for 
the prizes by climbing the slippery mast 
and helping liimself. 
Each one who* 
mounts is permitted to car-y 
A BAG OF ASHES 
Attached around his waist, with which he 
covers the mast as he proceeds ; he who 
arrives first of course helps himself to the 
best prize, and in fact he deserves it, for 
the ascent is difficult and painful until sev­ 
eral have passed np with their hag of ashes. 
The Normans are heavy and dull, and after 
a few ineffectual attempts abandoned the 
race. It happened that a hand of strolling 
saltimbanqwx were present at the fete ; in 
fact, it is their business to follow up all the 
fetes of the country around. Among them 
were two bright boys, as handsome and 
graceful as it was possible to see. Owing to 
their slight forms and constant gymnastic 
exercises they succeeded in accomplishing 
the difficult feat, and climbed up to carry 
away one prize after another, to the con­ 
sternation and anger of the inhabitants, 
whose money had furnished the prizes. 
After all had been gathered there remained 
the Hag at the very top, whose capture 
brought a bright silver dollar ; that also 
was taken, hut the young lads had earned 
all they obtained, for the ashes covered 
their faces and entering their eyes almost 
blinded them, and besides rendered them 
so hideous that they scarcely appeared hu­ 
man beings.

PERTINENT ADVICE TO TRAVELERS. 
AVhy is it that among a certain class of 
travelers there exists such a mania for 
rushing into print ? W ithout the qualifica­ 
tions of a long residence in the country, 
and an acquaintance with the language, 
they will unhesitatingly give a description 
of the society, morals and customs of a 
people, which is often little less than a 
libel on the place where they have met 
with so much hearty hospitality. This is 
neither fair nor just. In order to make 
their book readable, they caricature every­ 
thing they see, and give it out as a faithful 
portrait of the country, in which they 
have probably passed but a few months. 
They describe habits and customs which, 
to the English reader, appear to he ridicu­ 
lous in the extreme, but fail to show how 
thoroughly they are adapted to the neces­ 
sities of the country. Were they to do 
this, much would be made plain which is 
incomprehensible ; and in spite of the many 
errors in the work, the reader would 
have a better if not altogether a correct 
idea of countries which are out of the 
beaten tracks of tourists. We know an 
author who, after making a trip lasting 
two or three months through a country as 
large as England, but without the same 
facilities for traveling which it possesses, 
actually wrote a good-sized volume as the 
result, and obtained for it a large sale in 
America. 
We never could understand 
why books of this class cannot be written 
entirely in English. Why should they be 
so interlarded with phrases in a foreign 
language, which are often left untrans­ 
lated ? To a certain extent it may be pardon­ 
able when French is used, since every one 
nowadays understands it more or less; 
but it is surely presuming too much and try­ 
ing the patience of the reader too far when 
bad Spanish and Bortuguese—or a Creole 
jargon of both combined—are pressed into 
service.—r[Chamber’s Journal. 
I ll-Ventilated Cocrt-Kooms. — Per­ 
haps some of our readers may know of a 
Court room that is well ventilated and at 
the same time tolerable in temperature. 
We do not now recall one. Most of the 
nervousness, headache# impatience and 
petulance of lawyers is attributable to the 
ill-ventilated Court-rooms. They kill off 
our profession with sureness and rapidity. 
It is impossible for any man to maintain 
his mental equilibrium in a Court-room 
steaming with bad breath and foul odors, 
and now at roasting and again at freezing 
temperature. The best Court-rooms of the 
city of New York are not irreproachable in 
this respect, we believe, anti the worst are 
deadly. In Loudon, we are informed, they 
arc even worse. The public seem to think 
that almost any hole or den is good enough 
for the temple of justice. There need not 
be gorgeouscess nor imposing display, but 
there should be a little sensible attention 
to the preservation of health.—[Albany 
Law Journal.

GOSS TO A FAIR. 


Some botes of What She Caw There New, 
Novel, Amusing and Wo. thy of 
Thought and WcrU. 


San F rancisco. August 25, 1880. 
About the prettiest little fair San Fran- 
ci-eo ever has had on exhibition now occu­ 
pies the Pavilion. It seems so small, so 
gay, so bright, so like a little dance, if I 
may say so, aud yet I miss few regular ex­ 
hibits, and space is all well taken. It 
seems good, after evenings at theaters and 
concerts and amateur entertainments, to 
wander about among the stands, and up 
and down the main passages, ur from the 
gallery to look down at the ever changing 
groupings of people in variety of costume, 
and animated by flashes of expression that 
reach even the far-away observer. The 
fountains throw up a graceful spray ; the 
cut glass of the cases shines aud shines ; 
there is a glimpse of electric light like dead 
moonbeams ; the shafts of machinery come 
anti go ; a living stream flows up and down 
the aisles, and it is all a vivid tableau set u 
nowhere else in San Francisco. Add to 
this all the sounds that smite the ear anti 
make a strange, exciting, because a living, 
breathing music of their own. The water 
of the fountains cleaves the air with a 
rush, and falling, drops into it3 bain with 
a dash, dash, a scattering plash like 
THE SOFT BEAT 
Of hundreds of unseen fingers ; there is 
the clash of iron grinding upon iron, the 
rub of circling belts and the whirr of 
wheels. A soft, low hum of voices, as from 
a bee-hive, rises abuve all, and a faint, 
' creeping sound, that is now a skurry and 
now a tramp, and now a sweep like \« ind 
the sound of moving feet comes like a 
strange, weird, d’stant march at night, 
when you listen to it alone. Sometimes, 
; together, they give a note like a chorus, 
hut most never hear it, it is so subtle ; they 
only listen to the earthly music of the 
brazen hand whose humdrum lips crack 
jokes between 
numbers, anti then, 
glued to instruments, toot away and break 
with a crash upon the other monotone that 
seems to turn aud turn in its slumber with 
a breath that is but half awakening. The odd 
and the curious seem to have caught my 
glance this year, and I have had no eye for 
the separate bright and pretty things. I 
stand tor an hour anti watch the children 
in the various stages of dangle upon the 
railing of the pop-coru and candy in­ 
closure. As every bit of sweet goes into 
manipulation, their eyes stretch and 
stretch, till they outgrow the capacity of 
the little stomachs, anti the small red 
muuths take on a glorious smack aud 
water. 
THE POP-HORN MAN 
Is possessed of the spirit of enterprise, for 
during the last World’s Exhibition in Aus­ 
tralia a little Euglish girl writes (I am sure 
her little mouth smacked and watered ju-1 
as if she had been of Yankee breed) : “ In 
the American chamber they have a new 
kind of lolly-pop, and they call it pop cum 
candy. It is very nice,” Think of the 
odd little creature waking to the delights 
of tiie new “ lolly-pop” down there, in 
the land 01' the bush and the Farj con, the 
platypus, and the Lord knows what. A11 
incubator is in full play not far from the 
corn man, aud it show s you everything, 
from the new-laid egg to the full-lledgco 
chick. It looks like a miniature farm, 
with stables, dwelling house and chicken- 
yard in full. Nothing ever was so sweet 
in this world as a little, peeping, downy 
chick and a whole brood that never had 
any mother, that “ just growed,” run 
round after worms and corurneal as chip­ 
per as hen-raised. Ladies go round there, 
smile indulgently a3 at babies, and put 
down their ever-so-many-buttoued-kids, 
and the tame, cunning, little things make 
little runs and pecks at them. They per­ 
mit the familiarity of handling without 
protest, and 
CUDDLE DOWN 
Between the closed hands as contentedly 
as under a breast of softest feathers. Iu a 
booth not far away there is a little girl 
dressed like a brilliant little courtier in 
cambric knee breeches, with a cloak cast 
jauntily from one shoulder and a hat with 
a rolling white pluine. She deals in bright 
cards, in books, in paper, in pretty orna­ 
ments. The great elevator at the Market- 
street entrance goes ponderously up and 
down, carrying freight to and from the gal­ 
lery, and just by its side, thnugh moving 
not nearly so far, ¡3 the same in model, 
with a boy of five or six, 
A LITTLE MAN 
In model, standing every night upon the 
platform to make the whole complete. He 
has come to gaze with a weary indifference 
upon the crowd below, and up and down 
he goes at tiresome intervals the evening 
long. A patent washing machine is on 
exhibit. It works by a treadle, and two 
little girls in muslin caps, to show how 
easily it runs, tap the treadle with their 
little feet and 
WASH, WASH, WASH 
At towels by gaslight till one thinks how 
tired their limbs must be. They have been 
there every evening since the fair opened, 
and at first they were bright and fresh, and 
sprang gaily to their work, but now they 
keep going steadily at it, the fun all gone 
from their eyes, and the rose3 speeding fast 
from their cheeks. 
Up stairs there is a 
strange map that teaches you everything 
in history. Think of hunting up Cicero 
and Adam on a map just as you would look 
out New York or St. Louis. It makes the 
races to run through time like rivers ; it 
uplifts and overthrows peoples and nations 
in such bewildering confusion that you 
can’t help bnt remember each and the data 
of it, and besides it has a man attached to 
it perfectly capable of talking you to death 
in so many seconds. It is curious to see 
the map with its trailing lines of color and 
dots of vivid picture; the people who 
pause for a moment and back away as soon 
as they find it is something that asks for 
thought; and the man whose voice flows 
courteously on through heroes and hap­ 
penings as though the weather and its 
probabilities were his theme. In the right 
gallery there are 
TWENTY WOMEN 
Sewing away for dear life on machines, 
illustrating the making of underclothing. 
Some are old, some are young, some tall, 
some short, all sorts mixed in together. 
Their feet never cease their tread, their 
hands to guide the cloth, but their eyes 
glance rapidly up at the observer once iu a 
while, and then down again to the needle 
in a moment's space, ana all the while the 
sharp click, click never stops. Their heads 
as they bend, and their shoulders as they 
stoop, mak-t rows up and down the sec­ 
tion, and the shirts and pants rush out 
over the tables so fast one stands 
in astonishment to contrast these with the 
laborious seams of long ago. In the pretty 
Chinese and Japanese bazar, one of the 
three salesmen is a woman, another a man, 
and the third a Chinamen—a neat, bright, 
intelligent Chinaman, exceedingly polite in 
his manners, with a very soft voice and 
a very dainty touch—by all odds, the 
best- looking of the three. 
Down one 
side of the aisle sits a woman with quite a 
pretty face and she sells mucilage. She 
represents 
THE PRIDE OF THE HAREM, 
Or something in a cap with bangles, tunic 
and zone, flowing sleeves and the rest of it. 
The marvel is how such can stand com­ 
placently the gaze which such a rig must 
draw. In the art gallery there is a wonderful 


clock which tells everything—days, sea­ 
sons, relations of planets, doings in the 
skies and below the earth with, machinery 
and figures it would take the ordinary 
looker-on a long time to make his own. 
It is a curious thing to be in the Pavilion 
just at noon-time 011 days when attendance 
is poor. 
Attendants on exhibits then 
spread their frugal lunches 011 their laps 
and go visiting about from place to place 
sociably eating by twos aud threes. .Some 
go out to lurch and then they walk into 
some of the daintiest booths and fix their 
hair and tie on their vails. “ Oh. Mary,” 
I heard one say to another, “ yuur shirt is 
below your dress,” and then there was 
much exclamation and jabber about pins 
and offers of assistance. Altogether the 
Fair seems like a new world suddenly 
spread to view, where one may go at al­ 
most any hour to make explorations and 
discoveries of his own, to wander hither 
and thither and tire himself ai ¡.is own 
sweet will.

T h e M id n ig h t S un in L a pla n d.—The 
spectacle of the sun shining at midnight 
attracts many foreigners to Swedish Lap­ 
land during the month of June. For six 
weeks there is scarcely any night in the 
north of Sweden ; the sun never sets and 
the soil, constantly heated, produces in a 
month and a half barley and other crops. 
At that time of the year the Laplanders 
pen np tbeir rsindeers and move their huts 
toward the cultivated fields. Being very 
hospitable, they greet with joy the arrival 
of tourists, who generally meet at Mount 
Gellaware, 14S kilometres from Lulea. 
From that hill, which is 5S0 metres high, 
the beautiful spectacle of the “ midnight 
sun ” can be admired in better conditions 
than from any other place. The 24th of 
June is the day selected for the ascension ; 
it is the longest day in the year, the sun 
being twenty-two hoars above the horizon. 
This year the 24th of June was not favored 
with fine weather and, owing to a cloudy 
sky, the sun was not visible at midnight, 
but the following day’s travelers were well 
rewarded for their trouble, the sun shining 
brightly at midnight.

The testimony in 
support of the eflicaey of eucalyptus in txis 
respect, the writer asserts, are too con­ 
vincing to be doubtful. In marshy dis­ 
tricts, where the fever-trce abounds, fevers 
arc unknown, and iu Algerian Corsica, 
where the experiment of planting the tree* 
on the strength of their reputed virtues 
was systematically made some years ago, 
malarial fever* have entirely disappeared. 
From Algeria, especially, the evidence of 
its virtues is very convincing. Consul 
I’lay fair reports, for example, that large 
tracts of land have been transferred by the 
agency of the fever tree, and that, wherever 
it is cultivated, fevers are fouud to dimin­ 
ish in frequency and intensity.

fifty years which elapsed from the sweet 
Galilean vision, under Tiberius, to the 
death of Marcus Aurelius.

work is that of historian. He loves history 
and hates dogma.

Renan, as 
it is said, could be the historian of religion 
only. “ All religions may be defective 
and incomplete ; religion in humanity is 
nothing less than divine,” says Renan.

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NATIONAL PARTIES AND .n^E CURRENCY. 


From the b eg in r^ g 0{ the rebellion until 


the present tir^e there have been tw o op­ 
posing údl’aences at work in connection 
with y ne currency and national finance ; 
fh^ one seeking to maintain the faith, 
honor and prosperity- of the people by a 
strict and loyal adherence to contracts, 
and by a speedy abandonment of unsafe 
expedients; the other endeavoring by a 
thousand subtle and crafty shifts to un­ 
dermine the public credit, to break faith 
with the public creditors, to substitute 
bad money for good, to force a policy of 
chicane and dishonesty upon the country. 
And while it is undoubtedly the fact that 
there have been differences of opinion upon 
currency and financial questions, petween 
individuals and eveu sections of both the 
great parties, it is equally true that there 
has been throughout a sufficiently clear 
and unmistakable diversion of tendency 
and responsibility between them on all 
these issues. 
The Republican party from 
its inception has been identified w ith the 
advocacy and enactment of every one of 
the measures w.. 
1 have operated to lift 
the country out of the slough of a depre­ 
ciated currency, to restore specie pay­ 
ments, to maintain the public credit, to 
refund the debt, and by these successive 
steps to bring the nation to a condition of 
great prosperity. 
The Democratic party, 
on the other hand, is identified with every 
effort which has been made to retard and 
frustrate the beneficent measures referred 
to above. 
This identification is both direct 
and indirect. 
The Democracy in 1SCS 
demanded, in national Convention, that the

preciated and irredeemable 
paper.

1S72 its platform denounced the Resump­ 
tion programme, and demanded its aban­ 
donment.

These Greenbackers, moreover, are 
themselves the direct progeny of Demo­ 
cratic financial policies. 
Their expressed 
antipathy to the bondholders is neither 
more nor less than the revival of that 
deadly Copperhead aversion to the men 
who had strengthened the Federal Treasury 
in its hour of mortal peril, which charac­ 
terized the Democratic attitude during and 
long after the rebellion.

In 
| a word, the main m otive of the attack 
was to pave the way for the revival of the 
old State Bank system. 
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Here again the Democratic policy crops 
out. 
The State Bank system is desired in 
the South for two reasons. 
First, because 
it is believed that by its tendency to infla­ 
tion it would stimulate speculation and

purpose of all their plans is to thrust the 
nation into repudiation. 
Just now they 
propose, under pretense of discharging a 
small [ ait of the bonded debt maturing 
next year, to empty the Treasury of its 
coin reserve, well knowing that this would 
nullify resumption, and baffle any attem pt 
to maintain the currency at gold par. 
To 
the same end are directed their attempts 
in regard to silver. 
They, in conjunction 
with the Democrats, have forced upon the 
country a law which must, if allowed to 
stand, in no long time drive gold out of 
the Union, and throw us back upon a silver 
standard. 
This would involve the certain 
depreciation of all currency and securities 


tw elve per cent, and the re-establishment 
of all the mischief and loss inseparable 
from a heavy premium on gold. 
It would, 
however, open the door to the swindling of 
the public creditors by paying them at the 
rate of SS cen‘s to the dollar, and thus the 
copperhead malignity which underlies all 
the3e efforts would be gratified. 
And since 
this silver law is really the most menacing 
one before the country, and since it must 
inevitably bring about the disaster we have 
mentioned if it is allowed to remain in 
operation, Republicans, as the natural con­ 
servera of the public honor and the stabil­

THE 
DISCOVERY 
OF 
GOLD 
F0RKIA. 
IN 
CALI- 


It is less remarkable that many different 
accounts of the discovery of gold in Cali­ 
fornia should Lave been spread abroad 
than that those w-ho have at various time3 
undertaken to write the history of the 
State should have taken so little pains to 
ascertain the facts, as their radical diver­ 
gence on central points illustrates. 
Even 
so careful a writer as Mr. H ittell has in 
his history of San Francisco made several 
mistakes in regard to this event, and be­ 
side his account most other quasi his­ 
torians arc the veriest romancers. 
The 
latest misrepresentation of the facts occurs 
in the September issue of the Californian, 
in an article on General Sutter by Mr. Del 
Mar. 
As this gentleman has had a severe 
training in the study of statistics it might 
have been thought that jic Mould have 
evinced more caution than usual in re­ 
counting an historical incident of so much 
interest and importance ; hut we are dis­ 
agreeably surprised to find that he has only 
followed the common tendency, M-hich is 
to surround the event with legendary inven­ 
tions. 
Mr. Del Mar begins by taking it 
for granted that- the sources of information 
in regard to the discovery of gold are 
doubtful and difficult of access, aud that 
in fact it is not possible to get at the prcise 
facts. 
H e says : “ I have talked with a 
“ dozen old pioneers, some of whom were 
“ with Marshall or .Sutter at the time 
“ (Marshall iva3 at Coloma, and Sutter at 
“ New Helvetia), and have endeavored to 
“ learn the true secret of the Find, but 
“ w ithout success. 
Some say that Mar- 
“ shall found the first piece of gold ; others 
“ that his little daughter found i t ; others, 
“ that Mrs. Wimmer, who provided meals 
“ for the workmen at the mill, found i t ; 
“ and others again, that Mrs. Wimmer’s 
“ son found it. 
General Sutter himself 
“ once told me that Marshall M-as the 
“ finder, and although Sutter was not on 
“ the spot at the time, I am inclined to 
“ believe this the true story; for, while 
“ fresh, it must have been related to Sut- 
“ ter with great minuteness. 
It is, how- 
“ ever, agreed on all hands that if Mrs. 
“ Wimmer did not find the gold, she was 
“ the first to determine its 
character. 
“ W oinan-like, she put the doubtful nug- 
“ get into a soup-pot and boiled it.” Where 
did Mr. Del Mar obtain this wonderful 
legend about "M rs. W im m er” and the 
boiling of a nugget ? 
And how is it that 
he could not discover the true story of the 
find ? 
For that story has been written and 
printed, and was accessible ten years ago. 
Taken down from the lips of James W . 


Marshall, 
and, 
indorsed in the fullest 
measure 
where 
such indorsement 
was 
possible, 
it 
constitutes 
what 
must 
ever be 
the 
most 
authentic 
account 
of the discovery of gold. 
In Marshall’s 
narrative 
there is no mention of 
any 
boiling of a nugget by any “ Mrs. Wim- 
mer.” 
W e presume that 
this is 
a 
misprint for Mrs. Werner, who actually 
was at the mill at Coloma. 
There is, 
however, no doubt whatever that the 
finding of the gold was done by Marshall 
himself, and it is equally certain that he 
himself, 
and cot Mrs. 
Wemer, ascer­ 
tained the true nature of the discovery. 
Marshall himself was satisfied that the 
metal he had found was gold, but as then 
was 
no means of 
testing 
the matter 
chemically at the mill, he was obliged to 
wait four days, until he could go down to 
Sutter'3 Fort-, where he took some three 
ounces of dust in a phial. 
It was then 
tested in the presence of Sutter, first In­ 
weighing aud then by nitric acid. 
It has 
been said that when Marshall first found the 
gold he concealed the fact from his ineu. 
This again is a mistake. 
lie showed them 
what 
he had found immediately, and 
though 
they 
were 
skeptical 
at 
first, 
several of them began searching for them­ 
selves, and soon found other specimens. 
W e do not know what kind of “ old 
pioneers” Mr. Del Mar has talked with, 
but 
if 
none 
of 
them 
could 
give 
him any better information about the 
discovery than that w hich he publishes 
in the Californian, the memories of the 
poor old fellows must have failed sadly. 
One of the versions he gives is to the effect 
that the discovery was made by Marshall’s 
“ little daughter.” 
As Marshall had no 
little daughter this story will have to be 
ruled out. 
But the simple truth is that 
no real mystery overhangs the circum­ 
stances of the discovery, as can readily be 
ascertained by whoever chooses to rcltr to 
the little narrative referred to, and which 
is entitled “ Life and Adventures of James 
“ W. Marshall, the Discoverer of Gold iu 
“ California.” 
W e have thought fit to de­ 
vote so much space to this matter because 
it is really important that misrepresenta­ 
tions of the discovery of gold should be 
brought to an end, and because it is time 
attention was called to the actual facts. 


The circumstance that the discovery is in­ 
correctly related even in the American 
Cyclopedia shows that there is not a little 
warrant for apprehension as to tl,;- growth 
of a regular mythology about an eveot 
which ought to be aa clear as day, and 
which future generations should be enabled 
to read about without any misgivings as to 
the accuracy of the narrative.

SPECIMEN 
GREENBACKS!! 
“ HISTOR­ 
ICAL 
FACT.” 


In answer to the statem ent that no pa­ 
per currency ha3 ever been kept at gold 
par without a suliicicnt coin reserve to 
protect it, a Grcenbaeker journal “ an­ 
n o u n c e s as an historical fact that the 
“ 800,000,000 of paper money issued in 
“ 1801, and which had no specie reserve 
“ to back it, never fell beloiv gold par, 
“ simply because it was by law made legal 
“ tender lor all dues, public and private, 
“ customs included.” 
W hen “ historical 
“ facts” of this nature are announced,they 
deserve to be examined with some care. 
A few details in regard to the demand notes 
referred to w ill show how fragile is the 
support this “ historical fa ct” supplies to 
the fiat money» theory. 
The demand notes 
of 1S61 were in the first issue hut £50,­ 
000,000, but an additional £10,000,000 was 
authorized towards the close of the year. 
W hen first issued, though they were re­ 
ceivable for customs dues, the banks re­ 
fused to accept them, and the Government 
was compelled to take them on deposit, 
and 
pay 
five 
per 
cent. 
per 
annum 
interest 
on 
them, 
in 
order 
to 
get 
them 
into 
circulation. 
This 
also is an “ historical fact.” and it has 
rather a singular hearing upon the the­ 
ory that if the Government will only ac­ 
cept any kind of paper for customs dues, 
it can prevent it from depreciating. 
Sub­ 
sequently, when the country had been 
flooded with greenbacks, the first issue of 
demand notes, or rather the half of that 
issue which had been left outstanding, 
grew into request with the importers for 
the purpose of paying customs dues, and in 
this way, since they operated as gold cer­ 
tificates, they were kept at par. But mark 
the issue. 
The Government was in urgent 
need of gold to pay the interest on the 
debt, then increasing at the rate of £1,250,­ 
000 a day. 
So long as the demand, or 
“ g o ld ” notes, as they were called, were 
outstanding, it could not obtain the gold it 
needed. 
The consequence was that it was

The Government, there­ 
fore, gained nothing, but instead suffered 
hc-avy losses, through the dem anl-note 
system , and as the demand notes were not 
circulated as currency, but were altogether 
confined to supplying the uses of the im­ 
porters, they had no effect upon prices. 
The idea that if the Government had 
made the £150,000,000 of 
legal tender 
notes, which it authorized the issue of in 
February, 1802,-also receivable for custom 
dues, they would have been kept at par, is 
wholly without justification. 
Even with 
the small first issue of demand notes it 
was found necessary to pay interest od 
them in order to induce the people to have 
anything to do with them, and they only- 
remained at par subsequently because they 
were accepted by the Government iu lieu 
of gold at a loss to itself. 


The Government wduld not have gained 
anything, nor would it have prevented the 
depreciation of the greenbacks, by making 
them receivable for customs dues. 
Had it 
done so it would still have had to buy gold 
in the market, and the premium it would 
have had to pay would have beenregulated, 


as in all such cases, by the redundancy of 
the paper currency. 
The fact is that the 
case of the old demand notes is not in 
point at all, 
and 
proves 
nothing 
in 
regard to 
the 
question 
at 
issue. 
Tp 
fortify their case the fiat money people 
must 
bring 
forward an instance of a 
paper currency which was in general cir­ 
culation, under normal conditions, being 
maintained at par in the absence of any 
coin reserve. 
W e assert that no such in­ 
stance can be found in the history of any 
nation, living or dead. 
There has never 
been a case of an unprotected paper cur­ 
rency which did not depreciate, and the 
history of the United States from the com­ 
mencement of tho government up to the 


present day furnishes so many and such 
striking illustrations of this truth that 
nothing 
but 
moral 
strabismus, 
or 
what 
the 
Catholic 
theologians 
call 
“ invincible 
ignorance,” 
can 
explain

The idea that 
it is possible by statutory enactments to 
regulate the market value of gold aud 
silver is so contrary to every practical ex­ 
perience within the 
reach of mankind 
that it is really astonishing to find people

ordinary business unable to perceive its 
fallacy'. 
The premium on gold stood for 


years a silent but emphatic demonstration 
of the folly of all attem pts to bolster

It disappeared 
only 
when 
the 
neces­ 
sary 
coin 
reserve 
was 
supplied. 
This ha3 been the case whenever similar 
attempts have been made, and this will 
always continue to be the case. 
The one 
great less-n of all our currency troubles 
has in fact been, that if a country wants 
to make paper equal in value to gold it 
must make it exchangeable for gold, and 
must have the gold at hand to make the 
exchange whenever it is required. 
A ll 
other theories are moonshine, and lit ouly 
for lunatic asylums. 


MUNICIPAL 
INDEBTEDNESS. 


Partial returns from nineteen States 
show a municipal indebtedness of £097,­ 
250,000. 
This represents only about onc- 
half of the country, though it perhaps in­ 
cludes the heaviest municipal debts. 
In 
1870 the total municipal debt of the coun­ 
try was £86S,000,000. 
This time it is evi­ 
dent it will exceed those figures by live or 
six hundred millions. 
It is evident that 
though during the past ten years a good 
deal of attention has been called to this 
subject, and though many new State Con­ 
stitutions have been adopted with a view 
to checking extravagance, the increase of 
debt has been steady' aud large ; so steady 
aud large that it becomes necessary to in­ 
quire what all this is to end in. 
A t pres­ 
ent the municipal debt of N ew York is 
£2-10,000,000 : 
of 
M assachusetts, 
£80,­ 
000,000 ; of Illinois, £51,000,000 ; cf Ohio, 
£41,000 000 ; of New Jersey, £18,000,000 : 
of Missouri, £-10,000 000 ; of Louisiana, 
£20,000,000; of Kansas, £13,000,000; of 
Rhode IRand, £12,000,000; of Indiana, 
£14,000,000 ; of Connecticut, £17,000,000; 
of California. £11,500,000. 
The county 
debts alone of Pennsylvania amount to 
£78,000,000. 
It w ill be seen that Califor­ 
nia makes a very' favorable showing when 
compared with many other States, New 
Jersey, for instance, having four times as 
much debt of this kind to carry. 
But it is 
evident that if every decade is to increase 
the aggregate of municipal indebtedness at 
this ratio, the time is not far distaut when 
tho more extravagant localities will be 
crippled, if not ruined, by their financial 
burdens. 
W e know here wbat it is to 
carry a heavy local debt, but some of the 
debts of Eastern communities arc actually 
enormous, aud the larger the vare the greater 
is the danger that they may be repudiated. 
There can be no doubt that there are many 
cases in which the consideration received by 
municipalities for obligations incurred is 
wholly inadequate, and that a Court of 
equity would approve the scaling of Euch 
debts. 
The fact remains, however, that 
the attem pt to pursue such a policy too 
commonly produces more harm than good, 
by injuring the credit of the community, 
and thus checking its increase. The convic­ 
tion, nevertheless, is growing upon thought­ 
ful observers that it is safer and easier to 
prevent the contraction of municipal in­ 
debtedness by refusing authority to get in 
debt to the city' governments, than by- 
trusting to character and judgment iu the 
selection of officials. 
W hat people are 
Eure not to do is that which they cannot 
do. 
There never can be any real certainty 
that they w ill not do what is within their 
power. 
Charters and constitutions which 
prevent Boards of Supervisors, Aldermen 
or Trustees from [dunging their towns into 
debt, may be at times productive of incon­ 
venience, but in the long ran they are far 
bettor than looser instruments. 
They 
make it certain that there must be thor­ 
ough discussion before any debts are con­ 
tracted. 
They remove tho strongest in­ 
centive to corruption, which consists in 
the temptation to mortgage the property 
of other people when one has the power to 
do so. 
And it is plain that this tendency 
to impose closer restrictions upon munici­ 
palities must grow. 
Local debts are al­ 
ready far too heavy. 
There must be a 
period of sharp retrenchment, or there will 
presently be a collapse. 


significantly indicative of the gravity of

Certainly the cant 
of religion is worse than the honest rejec­ 
tion of it, but the pretense of defending it, 
made for political effect by those who really 
repudiate it, is, to use Mr. Stephen’s ow n 
words, “ simply disgusting.” 


THE 
CAMPAIGN 
14 AFGHANISTAN. 


The situation of the British forces in 
Afghanistan is evidently becoming more 
serious continually. 
The withdrawal of 
the troops from Cabul is already secu to 
have been a very grave error of judgment. 
A movement against the new Ameer has 
been developed, and it is safe to predict 
that his capital will before long be made 
too hot for him. 
The English force at 
Qaettab, on the frontier, is hindered from 
advancing by the turbulence of the hill 
tribes in the neighborhood. General l’hayre 
makes no progress, and General Roberts, 
having had to cut loose from his communi­ 
cations, is exposed to greater peril the 
farther he proceeds toward 
Caudabar. 
Meantime the siege of that city by Ayoob 
Khan apjiears to be'pushed vigorously. The 
strength of the investing force may he 
measured by 
the 
heavy 
losses which 
the besieged 
sustained during ftheir re­ 
cent sortie. 
Even should Geutr.il Rob­ 
erts succeed in relieving Caudabar, the 
work will not be ended. 
The combined 
forces w ill then have to fight their way 
out of the country under the most scriou3 
embarrassments, compelled to depend for 
supplies upon their foragers as they pro­ 
ceed, and liable at any time to be reduced 
to desperate stiaits should the enemy lay 
waste the country through which they are 
to march, and upon which alone they must 
depend 
for subsistence. 
The abandon­ 
ment of Cabul was an advertisement of the 
intention of the British Government to 
leave the country, and therefore it has 
naturally 
emboldened 
every 
intriguing 
chief, and 
precipitated 
the conspiracy 
against Abdurrahman which was sure to 
be developed at the first opportunity. 
It 
is quite probable that this blunder may 
render it necessary to reconquer the whole 
province, as the ouly alternative w ith a 
lo»3 of preBtige which might ultim ately 
imperil the Indian Empire.

Mr. Leslie Stephen has an extremely 
caustie and trenchant p.ipcr in the August 
Fortnightly Revine, ou “ Mr. Bradlaugli

Mr. Bradlaugh on the ground of his atlu- 
ism were extremely discreditable to a large 
section of those who joined in them, for 
the reason that those persons, having them­ 
selves no religion whatever, allied them ­ 
selves with tke ultra-bigots for no better 
purpose than to injure an I embarrass the 
Government.

THE 
TEMPLAR 
FIASCO. 


The mismanagement attending the Tri­ 
ennial Conclave of the Knights Templar at 
Chicago appears to have been very g rea t; 
in fact, according to the Chicago press, 
nothing couhl have been worse than the 
arrangements. 
W hen, however, w e take 
into consideration the number of the peo­ 
ple who had to bo provided for, it is not so 
surprising that tho preparations should 
have been inadequate. 
For the provision­ 
ing and caring for great numbers of people 
demands an experience and training on the 
part of those who undertake it, not to be 
had for the asking. 
The Duke of W elling­ 
ton prided himself more on his skill in the 
commissariat department than on hia suc­ 
cess in the field, aud the only instance of 
anything like boasting on his part recorded 
was his declaration that “ at all events he 
“ could claim to know how to feed an 
“ army.” 
A t the beginning of the war of 
the rebellion it was mainly the collapse of 
the commissariat machinery which ham­ 
pered the Federal Government. 
The prob­ 
lems of feeding and transportation were too 
much for our raw officers, and they sauk 
under the strain. 
N ow the Knights Tem­ 
plar constitute a pretty fair army corps in 
numbers when they assemble on these tri­ 
ennial celebrations, and it must require as 
much experience and skill to provide for 
them 33 for an army. 
If the Knights of 
San Francisco desire to avoid the mistakes 
which marred the pleasure of the reunion 
at Chicago, they ought to secure the ;erv- 
ices of experienced military officers before­ 
hand, and leave to them the entire arrange­ 
ments for the material comfort of their 
visitors. 


THE 
ATTACKS 
UPON 
GARFIELD. 


The Democratic attacks upon Garfield 
have already been worn threadbare. 
They 
were without substance at the outset, but 
it has become almost amusing to sec the 
Democratic papers monotonously ringing 
the changes on the Credit Mobilier and 
De Golyer stories, and pretending all the 
while to a holy horror that a man capable 
of such enormities should be nominated 
for President.

T h e 
H a n d ic a p p in g M a t t e r . — A s w e 
suggested the propriety of doiug the .For­ 
ester Gun Club has done. 
It was in a posi­ 
tion to stop the quarrel about the handi­ 
capping rule, and it has done so. 
I t has 
returned the State Agricultural Society its 
$200, and v. ill now oouduet the tourna­ 
ment of September ou its own account. In 
doing this it has done well. 
The members 
have acted in a manly spirit, and there are 
none who can deny them the credit of a 
sincere desire to advance sporting interests 
on this coast. 
The club will have its shoot 
in Agricultural Park on Tuesday, Wednes­ 
day and Thursday of Fair week. 
We trust 
the gentlemen who protested against the 
Foresters’ rule and appeared before the 
State Hoard and asked for the S200 to he 
given to a committee to aid in a “ State” 
shoot will go on and succeed. We sincerely 
desire their success, and will do all th at Í3 
proper to aid it, and we feel confident that 
the Foresters will not be backward in the 
m atter either. 
There are sharpshooters 
enough, expert wing shots in plenty, to 
have both matches full, and even then 
both together will not equal in numbers 
some of the great Eastern tournaments. 
By all means, gentlemen, go on, both of 
you, Forester’s and independents alike, 
and let us have such a volley of good shots 
in Fair week as has not yet been seen upon 
the coast. 
By toe way, that will be the 
right time in which to form the State Asso­ 
ciation. 
W hy not hold a meeting to issue 
a call and take preliminary steps, say 
on Thursday night of Fair w eek'! 
Card (tt.ti ke in E urope.—In Europe 
many thousand acres of artificial water are 
to be found. 
In these enormous quantities 
of carp are bred. 
Some of these ponds, or 
rather lakes, have an extent of about 1,000 
to 2.000 acres. 
They are provided with gi- 
gautic dams, many of them sixty feet high. 
By these the w ater is closed in, into broad 
vallies, containing no other fish than carp 
from four to five pounds in weight. 
If we 
consider the size of these lake-like ponds, 
surrounded by enormous dams which are 
overgrown w ith oak trees 100 to 300 years 
old, series of three and more of these lakes 
being nut uncommon, then we can form 
some idea as to the remunerativeuess of 
these establishments, particularly in Bo­ 
hemia. 
The standard establishment with 
regard to the most extensive business 
transactions is found in Austria. 
The 
Prince of Schwarzenberg possesses more 
than 250 ponds of large size, the smallest 
having about ten acres, the largest 2,000 
acres’ water extent. 
We find many vil­ 
lages where ponds of 30 to 200 and more 
acres are maintained at the expense of the 
community. 
The «arp likes above every­ 
thing else vegetable m atter 
such 
as 
cabbage, lettuce, boiled potatoes, corn, 
turnips, pumpkins, melons, etc. 
The re­ 
fuse of malt from breweries ami distilleries 
is also very good food for eai p ; anti where- 
ever such refuse can be had it should be 
given to the fish. 
The small pisciculturist, 
having a pond of perhaps one or two acres 
near his house, will often be able to feed 
his fish on refuse, as he will always have it 
fresh from the kitchen and stable. 
Pond- 
earp are accustomed to other food than 
the river-carp. . The 
former 
confine 
themselves 
to 
worms, 
larvae, 
and 
plants, while those 
living in streams 
rind all sorts of animal and vegetable 
refuse ; these latter can also stand a great 
am ount of food, as the current naturally 
makes them take more exercise, thus in­ 
creasing their appetite. It is different with 
the poud-carp; if you give it too much 
food, it will not take any more than is nec­ 
essary to satisfy its hunger ; the remnants 
w ill remain at the bottom, and if their 
quantity be considerable, they will spoil 
th e water. 
If these remnants are chiefly 
animal refuse, as flesh or blood, fungi will 
grow on them, and will then produce, as 
with the salmon and trout, diseases of the 
skin, the gills, and in the case of the carp, 
sometimes internal diseases. 


T h e D e s t r u c t i o n o f G a m e F o o d .—So 
long as America continued in the occupa­ 
tion of the aborigines, the order of nature 
was apparently but little disturbed. 
The 
buffalo and deer, the wild fowl and turkeys 
furnished abundant food to the savages 
w ithout serious encroachment upon the 
fertility of nature. 
In savage life there 
appears to be no wanton or unnecessary 
destruction of the natural means of sup­ 
port. 
It was reserved for the civilized 
w hite msn to carry on a wanton war 
against the bounty of nature, and to kill 
and destroy, without thought or study of 
those imperative laws under which nature 
holds in trust the food supply of man. 
From the first settlement of the country 
the process of eradicating and annihilating 
the useful animals, birds and fishes natural 
to the country, has been carried on with 
an energy and success but too characteristic 
of the Saxon race. Large tracts of land have 
been entirely depopulated of their animals 
and useful birds. 
The buffalo on his 
native plains has become an object of rare 
curiosity. 
Deer are limited to the re­ 
moter mountain ranges or extensive tracts 
of barren woods. 
The wild fowl which 
swarmed in New England during the first 
settlem ent of the country, and for a long 
time afterwards, have almost disappeared. 
The last wild turkey was killed in Massa­ 
chusetts nearly half a century ago. 
There 
is probably no sportsman living who has 
killed a grouse on M artha’s Vineyard, the 
last refuge in the northeast of that most 
valuable bird. Plover still migrate, though 
in diminished numbers, from their breed- 
places iu the far north to their winter 
homes in the south, but they carefully 
avoid tile northeastern coasts. 
No one in 
this generation has seen a wild swan 
alighting on the waters of Massachusetts. 
They once abounded there. 
Even the 
wild geese rind no resting-place here, but 
are expelled as if they were tramps and 
vagabonds.—[William Minot, in Interna­ 
tional Review for August, 1SS0. 
Stf-eit K'Tiasing.— In the Sportsman we 
find the following : 
J. S. Cattanach, the 
owner of .Judith and other steeplechase 
horses, said: “ I cordially welcome the 
proposition to raise the standard of weights 
in hurdle races and steeplechases, and also 
to set up obstacles in place of the present 
ridiculous hurdles and fences sufficiently 
difficult to make the contests interesting as 
spectacles to the sightseer?, as well as cal­ 
culated to give us a class or bold aud capa­ 
ble jumpers. 
I ain satisfied th at owners 
of horses will probably, w ithout a single 
exception, be iu favor of an immediate 
adoption of the suggestion. 
As the case 
now stands we have a lot of lads riding 
over tim ber who arc not cross-country 
horsemen at all, while men who are good 
horsemen, but have, unfortunately for 
themselves, made flesh too fast, are com­ 
pelled to stand down on account of the low 
scale on which the weights in races are ad­ 
justed. 
Personally I am in favor of 
fixing the lowest weight to be carried by 
any animal in these races at 130 pounds, 
and the highest ISO pounds. 
We should 
then, I know, be still 10 pounds below 
the English scale, which is formed on a 
lim it of 1+0 pounds, but at present I am 
inclined to think that the scale I suggest 
would meet the case. 
The 30 pounds dif­ 
ference between 
the 
top and 
bottom 
weights would 
leave the 
handicapped 
ample scope to put the best and worst 
horses in the race on terms sufficiently ap­ 
proaching equality to insure good sport 
and give every horse entered a fair chance 
of success. 
There is no question, also, 
th at the jumps ought to be raised in hight 
and constructed so as to resemble more 
closely the natural obstacles th at a horse 
aad his rider have to encounter in a ride 
across the country. 
The hurdles at pres­ 
ent in use are a complete farce if they are 
used 
on 
the 
supposition 
that 
they 
contribute in any degree toward improv­ 
in g the jumping capabilities of a horse. 
A gain, the raising of the w eight stand > rd 
:would encourage the class of jockeys I ...i.c 


referred to as having grown too heavy for 
riding on the flat to turn their attention to 
cross-country riding ; as in the case of J. 
Adams, C. Archer, P. Lynam and Cannon 
iu Eugland, who, now so distinguished as 
cross-country horsemen, were tittle lets 
celebrated iu their day on the flat till in­ 
creasing weight rendered them ircapable 
of accepting a mount except in v. elter races. 
We should then get rid of a great deal of 
the dead w eight carrying, and horses would 
travel faster aud jump better, as there will 
be a vast difference in the performance of 
two horses of equal speed and staying pow­ 
ers, though they may be carrying identical 
weights, if the one has twenty or thirty 
pounds of dead weight ia the saddle, while 
the other is ridden by a man who scales 
in his clothes w ithin ten or twelve pounds 
of the weight his horse is called upon to 
carry. 


B r e e d i n g 
Q u a i l 
in C o n f i n e m e n t .— 
The experiment so «.itcu tried, of rearing 
quail in captivity has never'been thoroughly 
successful. 
The very few instances on 
record where quail have been hatched and 
reared in the cage are only enough to show 
that it may' possibly oceur n exceptional 
cases. 
We have often had quail lay in 
confinement, but nevír set. 
It is said that 
Henry Benbrook, a game dealer iu Rari­ 
tan, N. J., succeeded in rearing six quail 
last year which had furnished him up to 
July 31st with 10S eggs. 
Some of these 
were placed under a bantam hen, and six 
\ oung were hatched which arc alive aud 
doiug well. 
The history of Mr. B ju- 
brook’s experiment is as follows : 
Four 
years ago he captured two quail and kept 
them in confinement. 
The first year tne 
female laid twenty-four egys, bat declined 
to incubate ; the second year was unpro­ 
ductive, but the third the female laid 
twelve eggs, and after setting for some time 
«lied. 
The male then took her place aud 
brought off six young, which, as has been 
said, lived and are laying this season. 
The 
further results of Mr. Benbrook’s quail 
culture will be looked for w ith interest.

F o r k 
Q u e s tio n — E a tin g 
W ith G loves. 
“ ’Twere better for trer.chmen to wipe 
his wittel on a manchot of bread than on 
his doublet ; 'twere more tidy and comely. 
(ioodly breeding belongeth to a gentleman. 
’Tis more like Flamand boor than aught 
else to sully napkin with grease of knife. 
Bethink ye of manners, my lord.” 
This, 
from an old play of about 1615, shows that 
the knife ana fork question must have agi­ 
tated the world at an early date. 
“ They 
behaved strangely and in an indecorous 
manner,” writes a French chronicler, de­ 
scribing the habits of the Russians at Ver­ 
sailles. half a century later. “ Their knives 
they wiped on their beards, and it was 
most distasteful ; they were not gens de 
bonne compagnic. 
Their garments were 
greasy, and they smelt ill-flavored.” 
Of 
course, nobody nowadays would think of 
cleaning his knife in the primitive manner, 
though at a hotel *r restaurant it might 
be perfectly legitimate to give a dingy 
spoon, knife, or fork a little friction on the 
napkin, and in fact there are certain Ital­ 
ian restaurants in this city where it has 
passed as a custom with the elientete to aid 
the waiters iu th at way. 
Needless to say 
that anything of this character akin to fur­ 
bishing the steel or silverware at a private 
house would be one of the rudest of things 
to do. 
We are not conscious of having 
ever remarked want of care in the cleaning 
of knives or forks at a private dinner, but 
still when the minor equipage of a house is 
scanty, and when lish is served, aud the 
same small wares have to do second duty, 
aud the cook or waiter is not careful, and 
a flavor of lish awakens a suspicion of the 
guest, the effect is disagreeable. 
Now, if 
the mistress of the house only knew that a 
grain of carbonate of soda in the water in 
which pastry plates or knives, forks or 
spooDS were to be washed would carry 
away all the ichthyous odors, then some 
very unpleasant ideas occurring in the 
minds of the guests might be obviated. 
We slowly approach, then, that absorbing 
topic how the knife and fork are to be 
used, or what is to be done w ith them 
when the plate is passed to be replenished. 
We think the question divides itself into 
I .Vu 
(J bases. 
If there is a servant, 


the knife and fork may be left on the plate. 
It is then the duty of the attendant who 
carries the plate to the place of replenish­ 
ment to take care of the knife and fork, 
putting them on one side of the plate, so 
as to be out of the way of the new supply 
of food. 
B at this leaving of the knife and 
fork is quite optional. 
To cross, however, 
the kniie with the forK is to give extia 
trouble. 
If, however, there is no one iu 
attendance it is w isest to retain the knife 
and fork. 
Volunteer assistants at atable, 
those other guests who pass along the 
plates, may not be accustomed to this 
duty, and acci«Ients detrim ental to their 
neighbors’ dresses or coats by the fall of 
the knife or fork may oceur. 
Theie 
are

aud fork 
can 
asum e. 
He 
might 
hold 
tue 
knife 
in 
one 
hand 
and 
the fork in the other, and apply the but:s 
of each of them on the table, grounding 
arms, in fact, and thus assume a most 
awkward and stupid position. 
It is a per­ 
fectly easy thing to hold the kuife and 
fork in the right hand ou the table, or even 
to place them th« ie, though if they be 
dripping from the food, which rarely 
occurs, the tablecloth would be soiled. 
If 
there lie stands on, the table, of course, the 
kuife and fork can be stacke«l on th e m ; 
but such stands are rarely in use to-day, 
save for the carver. 
The bother alniut this 
m atter is slight after all, because in a well- 
regulated service plates, knives, and forks are 
chauge.1 at every course, and besides it is 
exceptional when guests ask for a second 
helping of the same dish. 
It might as well 
be said here of the marked improvement 
generally as to the use of the knife, i c is not 
now as universally sheathed in a man’s or 
woman’s 
mouth, 
as 
if 
they 
were 
sword-swallowers. 
Thirty yeais ago, in 
France, the use of the kiiite at dinner was 
aiaiost tabooed. 
The custom was to divide 
the food with the fork, rather an awkward 
custom, as forks have generally no cutting 
e ige, and aid the act of conveying food to 
the mouth on the fork, by means of a bit of 
bread. 
Long habit makes people amazing­ 
ly clever about this kind of tiling, aud to 
see a well-cultured Charleston or Savannah 
woman loading her fork with grains of rice, 
without spilling a kernel, is the acme of in­ 
telligent manipulation. Theolder oue grows, 
and the better he becomes acquainted with 
the world and its habits, the less fastidi­ 
ous one becomes in regard to the little con­ 
ventionalities of life. 
The pretty Japanese 
j girl, with the clean hands, who takes the 
boiled rice w ith extended lingers out of the 
well-icrubbed pail, and puts it iu your 
lacquer saucer, does itso well and gracefully 
that you do not call for a spoon. Muohfredi 
Pasha, whohas sedulously washed his rather 
coarse lingers before lie tears off for me 
the thigh of the pillaued chicken, acts ac- 
curding to the rules of etiquette in his own 
country, and it is ail ill-mannered man 
who fluds fault with it. 
Certainly, the 
Turk would have a right to feel horrified 
if, at the conclusion of a European repast, 
he should see the convives gurgling their 
mouths in a most foul and disgusting way. 
Baron von Kalblleiseh, attached to the 
Prussian Legation, does hold his kuife iu a 
most distressing way, and the position of 
his cutting instrum ent is so awkward that 
he rarely does succeed even in dismember­ 
ing a sweetbread. 
But then this gentle­ 
man, though he has been ¡u France (with 
the army of Gravelotte he played a dis­ 
tinguished part), has never acquired the 
manners of that country. Still Miss Bwoun 
showeii her bad breeding and ignorance to 
us (when he dined last with her at her 
father’s table) in having commented on hi9 
German ways. 
Different men, different 
manners. 
Now, Miss Bwoun did try in a 
very silly way, some years ago, to foster 
that absurd fashion of eating with her 
gloves on. 
If she had not been laughed 
out «.f it siie wouR) have worn her mar­ 
quise riug outside of her glove. 
To eat 
with gloves on is female snobbery. 
Young 
women who go out tc parties may be lavish 
of gloves, and may be ludifierent to smear­ 
ing them with lobster salad, or to have the 
first finger and thum b «larkened where the 
spoon touches them. 
But nothing is pret­ 
tier than the freshness of a woman’s hand, 
aud the best fitting glove Í3 after all, but 
an awkward thing. 
Gloved hands th at 
feed, to keep up the whole dignity of the 
thing, should find mouths which were hid­ 
den behind veils 


Receipts. 


V ie n n a 
Y e a s t. 
Vienna bread 
and 
Vienna beer are said to be the best in the 
world. 
Both owe their superiority to the 
yeast used, which is prepared in the fol­ 
lowing manner : 
Indian com, barley and 
rye (all sprouting) are powdered and mixed 
and then inacerated in water at a tempera­ 
ture of from 1+9 to 107’ Fahr. 
Sacchari- 
fication takes place in a few hours, when 
the liquor is racked off aud allowed to clear, 
and fermentation is set up by the help of 
a minute quantity of any ordinary yeast. 
Carbonic acid is disengaged during the 
process with so much rapidity that the 
globules of yeast are thrown up by the 
: gas, and remain floating on the surface, 
where they form a thick scum. 
The latter 
is carefully removed, and constitutes the 
best and purest yeast, which, when drained 
and compressed in a hydraulic press, can 
be kept from eight to fifteen days, accord­ 
ing to the season. 


A u tu m n L e a v e s .— I prepared autumn 
leaves in this way last year, and they were 
greatly admired by every one who saw 
them : I varnished them as soon as they 
were gathered, then spread them out in a 
cool room, where they remained twenty- 
four hours, when they were packed in a 
box, and a thick piece of pasteboard placed 
on top to prevent their curling. They were 
much more brilliant than any I ever saw. 
They did not adhere enough to do any 
harm.

L i v e r H a s h .—This hash is delicate and 
appetizing, and nice as a change from the 
liver and bacon known to all cooks. 
Boil 
the liver until thoroughly tender—there 
must not be even a suspicion of hardness 
about it. 
Then mince it finely with a 
chopping knife. 
Heat the mince very hot 
in a sauce or roux of butter and browned 
flour. 
The seasoning is pepper, salt, a «lash 
of lemon or a little piquant sauce, such as 
mushroom or catsup. 
E vektox T a f f y .—Put one pound of 
powdered loaf sugar and one teacupful of 
water into a brass pan ; beat one-quarter 
of a pound of butter to a cream ; when the 
sugar is dissolved aild the butter, and keep 
stirring the mixture over the tire until it 
sets, when a little is poured on a buttered 
dish. 
Ju st before it is done add six drops 
of essence of leinon. 
Butter a tin, pour on 
the mixture, and when cool it will easily 
separate from the dish. 


S p o n g e C a k e .— Twelve eggs, powdered 
white sugar, flour, 
lemon. 
Take 
the 
weight of the egg9 in sugar, and the weight 
of eight of 
them in flour. 
Beat the 
yolks of the eggs and the sugar 
to­ 
gether, then the whites, which should 
be beaten to a thick froth ; then dredge in 
the flour, add the juice of a large iresh 
lemon, and the grated peel. 
Bake in deep 
pans, in a very moderate oven. 
This is a 
delicious cake, if baked properly. 


N a p l e s B r e a d .—One pound of flour; 
rub into one ounce of fresh butter, one egg, 
two spoonfuls of good yeast, a little salt, 
half a pint of milk ; mix all well ; let it 
rise one hour ; do not work it down, but 
cut it in pieces the size of your thum b ; 
bake on tins in a quick oven. 


C h o c o l a t e 
C u s t a r d .—Scrape half a 
cake of good chocolate, which put into a 
stewpan, and moisten by degrees with a 
pint of warm milk and cream ; when well 
dissolved, mix with the yolks of eggs, and 
finish the same as for other custards.

L o n d o n , August 27th.—In the Hmi«e of 
Commons this evening, the Marquis of Hart- 
ington, Secretary of State for India, said the 
Viceroy of India has under consideration the 
advisability of maintaining the frontier pre­ 
scribed by the treaty of Gandamuk. 
Lord 
H artington also stated that he had received 
no confirmation of the alarming Afghan news 
of this morning. 
H e had a telegraph from 
the Viceroy, dated to-day, which makes no 
reference to that news. 
The V iceroy’s decision in regard to the 
frontier line would be influenced by the mere 
fact of certain territory having been acquired 
by the treaty of Gundamuk. 
In the present 
consideration of the question that treaty may 
fie regarded as having ceased to exist. 
The 
Viceroy is taking the best advice he can get, 
and on his report the Government w ill act. 
Lord HartiDgton was not now prepared, 
therefore, to state what posts of the Afghan 
frontier her M ajesty’s forces w ill occupy. 
Sir Charles Dilke, Under Secretary for the 
Foreign Department, in reply to a question, 
said that before Sir Austin Layard left Con­ 
stantinople a seditious paner, called 
Dok 
AT Islam , was printed in the Imperial Turkish 
printing otfice, said to be subsidized by per­ 
sons connected with the Turkish Govern­ 
m ent for distribution in India, but before the 
steps which her M ajesty’s Government had 
ordered her representatives to take could be 
taken, he was informed that the subsidy had 
been stopped and the paper would not again 
appear. 
The bare and rabbit bill was passed hy a 
vote of 148 to 70, and the bill was sent to the 
H ouse of Lords, where it was read the first 
tim e.
